2. BRITAIN'S CONTRIBUTION NOW OVER SO MILLION POUNDS 
STERLING: 28 MILLION POUNDS STERLING BILATERAL

3. INCLUDES 10 MILLION POUNDS STERLING, FOR UN AND

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6. THE ODA CONTINUING TO MONITOR SITUATION CLOSELY:

(ILYUSHIN 76 AND ANTONOV 12) FOR UNHCR TO USE IN THE 
REGION FOR ONE MONTH TO COLLECT AND DELIVER PRIORITY 
LOADS . 

11. THE ODA IS SUPPLYING THE UN WORLD FOOD PROGRAMME 
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WITH 5,000 TONNES OF HIGH ENERGY BISCUITS FROM THE UK 
AND TRANSPORT FOR THE FIRST 500 TONNES. 

12 UK EMERGENCY AID HAS BEEN CHANNELLED MAINLY THROUGH 
UNHCR, SEVERAL NON - GOVERNMENTAL ORGANISATIONS AND THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE OF THE RED' CROSS . 

13. ON 23 JULY, THE ODA ANNOUNCED €.5 MILLION POUNDS
